The “Snap Bean Farm” where Uncle 
Remus communed with his friends. 
Br’er Fox and Br’er Rabbit; where he 
sat in his armchair and heard his 
mockingbird sing, and whére he put 
their words in writing so that all the 
world might know what he heard, will 
be the memorial to Joel Chandler Har- 
ris, if the plans of the subexecutive 
committee adopted at a meting yester- 
day afternoon at the city hall are 
approved by the executive committee 
of the Uncle Remus Memorial Associa- 
tion. which will have a session this aft- 
ernoon at 3 o’clock at the mayor's Of- 
fice. 3 

According to the plans the “Sign of the 
Wren's Nest’’ the late home of Uncle 
Remus, on Gordon street, in West End, 
with the adjoining grounds, will be pur- 
chased from the estate at a price to be 
fixed by a board of appraisers to be 
appointed by the committee. The chil- 
dren of Uncle Remus ‘have made a 
verbal agreement to this, and it is un- 
derstood that this form of memorial 
meets with their entire approval. 

Museum in the Residence. 


In the residence there will be a mu- 
Seum containing the effects of the late 
author, his writing desk, his hat, his 
typewriter, his famous armchair and 
his library of autograph volumes sent 
to him from scores of authors, with 
Other articles that he used in his life- 
time. 

The grounds surrounding the house 
will be converted into a park, and on 
the front lawn facing Gordon § street 
will be placed a memoria! fountain as 
a part of the tribute the citizens of 
Atianta will pay to the memory of 
Uncle Remus. 

The design of this fountain will be 
Secured by competitive drawings from 
as many artists of the United States as 
wil] care to contribute. These are to be 
‘submitted to a commission of artists, 
to be appointed later, with the request 
that the most artistic and suitable de-

Russia, the article concluding with a no- 
ble appeal better mature his 
countrymen, 

During the 
count writes: 

“Il cam no longer endure it, [ write 
this, -. elther that these inhuman 
deeds may be stopped or that my con- 
nection. with thém may be snapped, and 
I be put in prison, where I may be clear 
ly comscious that these horrors are noi 
committed on my behalf, or still better 
(so good that I dare not even dream oft 
such ‘thappiness), that they may put on 
me as on those twenty or twelve. peas- 
ants, a shroud and a cap and may push 
me also off a bench that my own 
weight may tighten the well-soaped 
noose around my old throat.” 

After describing wholesale 
in gruesome detail. Count Tolstoi says: 

‘All this is carefully arranged and 
planned bv the learned and enlightened 
people of the upper class. They arrange 
tO do these things secretiv at daybreak 
and they sv subdivide the responsibility 
of these iniguities among those who 
commit them that each may disclaim re- 
sponsibilitv; and not these dreadful 
things alone, but all sorts of other tor- 
tures and violence are perpetrated in 
the prisons. fortresses and convict ¢s 
tablishments.’’ z

suppress the revolutionisis, Tols- 
toll, while admitting that the revolution- 
crimes are stupid and reprehensi- 
in‘ the highest degree, 
government of doing the same thing for 
the same motive. and adds:

FAVOR CREATION 
OF BANK BUREAL 


Proposal to Create Fund, Guaran- 
leeing Deposits, Opposed 


BANKERS GIVE THEIR VIEWS 


Bill Guaranteeing Deposits Declared 
Unsound, Unnecessary and Un- 
constitutional, and Force 
State Banks to Be- 
come Natiozal. 


A number of the leading bankers of 
the state appeared yesterday before the 
committee on banking of the senate 
to discuss the legislation proposed by 
Senator Deen affecting the banks of the 
state. 

The bill ‘known as senate bill 185, 
which provides for the creation in the 
treagury department of a bank bureau, 
was indorsed. Various bankers present 
offered suggestions as to minor amend- 
ments. but the main purpose of the Dill 
was approved. 

As to the other proposal, however, that 
creating a fund to guarantee deposits 
in the bamks of the state, they were un!- 
formly opposed. They deciared it was 


unsound, unnecessary and 
tional; that it would drive «tate banks 
to enter the national bank field and 
thus escape the operation of the law. 
Joseph A. McCord, vice president of 
the Third National bank of Atianta, the 
chariman of the legislative committee 
of the Georgia Bankers’ Association, de- 
clared there was no need for the meas- 
ure at this time. AS a measure [for in- 
spiring confidence and drawing money 
from concealment and restoring it to 
the banks through deposits, he said it 
was not necessary. 
Effect Would Be Disastrous. 


He said the effect of this bill would 
be to make sound banks no more de- 
sirable than unsound ones; that the lat- 
ter would be temupted to offer greater in- 
ducements to secure loans, and when the 
inevitable crash comes the effect would 
be disastrous indeed. He declared it 
would actually encourage umsouml bank- 
ing, since the consequences of ill man- 
agement would be borne by the whole 
state. 

During his sixteen years’ experience 
in the banking business he said he had 
never known of a fatal run on a solvent 
institution; that despite wild rumors 
and demands of frightened creditors, 
solv ent institutions always pulled 
through. 

He said it wes sodcialiem in its most 
obectionable form in that it sougnt 
to tax the energy, thrift and ability of 
the good people o? the state to make 
good the losses of those who lacked 
ability or character. 

Ro Law Can Prevent Panics, 

In conclusion, he declared: 

“It is claimed it will insure continu- 
ance of public confidence and thereby 
prevent panics, a service of incalculabie 
benefit to commerce and to every mem- 
ber of the population. To this I answer 
that no law can be enacted that will pre- 
vent penics: Panics are pfoduced Dy 
overtrading; by the overexpansion of 
credit; by piling of credit on credit, un- 
til the volume of loans and the volume 
of fictitious deposits created thereby 
get beyond the contro] of these to whose 
care they are committed. Panics are 
caused by the cheapenting of credit; by 
the incurring of debt beyond the ability 
to pay, and these questions are only 
controlled by the wike judgment of men 
who have their private fortunes at stake, 
and a.gevernment guaranty of deposits 
would be similar to hypodermic injec- 
tions of narcotics to the man who is 
cted to the habit.”’ 

Strong addresses were made on the 
same line by A. P. Coles, of Atlanta, 
and Joseph A. Davis, the retiring presi- 
dent of the Georgia Bankers’ Associa-

Rufus H. Brown, of the Georgia Rail- 
road and Banking Company, of Augusta, 
read a letter. signed by all the state 
banks which are members of the Augusta 
Clearing House Association. They pro- 
tested against the passage of the bill, 
and said it would drive them to take 
out national bank charters, 

Hon. Ferris Cann, representing the 
ten banks in the Savannah Clearing 
House Association, declared the measuTe 
was unsound. He said it would be bad 
for the banks and bad for the public, 
and would demoralize the banking busi- 
ness of Georgia. . 

Letters of protest were fead from 
twenty-three other bankers, state and 
national, against the passage of this bill. 
They viewed it as a dangerous measure, 

Among those who epoke against the 
bill was Horace A. Crane, vice presi- 
dent of the Citizens-Southern Dank of 
Savannah. He showed that the meas- 
ure would not touch, the national 
banks, but would operate most harshly 
against the state banks, and would 
drive them into the national bank 
field. 

Joseph 8S. Davis, of Albany, made 
earnest argument against the passage 
of the bill.

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AMENDING THE STATE’S BANKING LAWS. 


The bill of Senator Deen proposing to amend the banking laws of the 
state has met with the hearty encouragement of representative bankers 
throughout Georgia. 

It is now very generally realized that the laws of Georgia relating to the 
operation of banks are not adequate to the protection of depositors or stock- 
holders. 

Furthermore, the authority now vested in the state treasurer 
sufficient to the correction of evils, even when known to exist. 

The bill of Mr. Deen, which has the support of practical bankers repre- 
senting all classes of banking institutions, national, state and private banks 
and trust companies, as developed at the hearing before the senate com- 
mittee on banking last Friday, provides for increasing the state freasurer’s 
authority. It also provides for a sufficient number of bank examiners and 
for increasing the fee for examination in order to provide the revenue needed 
for this work. 

The bankers have an interest in this matter scarcely less than that of 
the depositors. 

If public confidence is destroded, the sound bank as well as the shaky 
bank will feel the effect. 

Frequent, careful and painstaking examinations should be made into the 
operations of all banks. Those that are ignoring the law should be forced 
to observe it. — ; 

To this end sufficient authority must be vested in some one to require 
this obedience. It is proposed to give the state treasurer authority over 
state banks somewhat approaching that of the comptroller of currency over’ 
national \panks. 

The bill also provides that embezzlement or fraudulent transactions in 
connection with the business of banking shall be punishable as a felony by 
imprisonment of from. one to ten years, unless there are extenuating circum- 
stances connected with the offense. | 

As @ means.of securing the supervision necessary, the bankers approve 
the creation of a bank bureau {fn the treasury department and the appoint- 
ment of a state bank examiner and a sufficient number of assistants to do 
the work. The fact thaf they are willing to pay the cost of this bureau is 
abundantly sufficient evidencé of its practical necessity.

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Our Convict Problem. 
(From The Dublin Times.) 

A temporary, half-way settlement of 
the convict problem will not be satis- 
factory to the people of Georstfa. 

It is apparent that the convict les- 
sees and others interested in the pres- 
ent syetem are going to use every 
means within« their power to perpete- 
uate the system. It means thousands of 
dollars to them, and they cannot be 
expected to give up a good thing with- 
out protest, 

It is now admitted by ah that the 
present system is the wrong one; that 
it is inhuman, and it ft’ unworthy of a 
civilized state to tolerate. But in or- 
der to satisfy those who are determined 
that an end shall be put to the traffic 
in human lives, it is proposed that the 
System be abolished by easy stages— 
that certain convicte be leased, and 
that others be turned over to the coun- 
ties to be worked on the public roads. 
If it Is wrong to lease a thousand con- 
victs it is wrong to lease a hundred, 
and the smaller number does not min- 
imize the evil.

Senator Felder called for an immedi- 
ate consideration of his resolution. This 
call was sustained and a spirited debate 
followed on the merits of the two reso- 
lutions. 

Senators Felder and Camp made strong 
Speeches in support of the resolution 
of Senator Felder. 

Senators Wilkes and Knight offered 
no objection to a thorough investiga- 
tion, but deplored the agitation, which 
they suggested was overdrawn. 

Senator Knight offered a protest 
against the position a certain newspaper 
was taking in publishing wholesale 
charges which he deciared were ex- 
cépiions if true, and not the rule which 
governed the conduct of tne convict 
camps.

“I have heard that there are endow- 
ment funds through which young men 
may borrow money for a college course, 
give their notes and pay it back after 
they became self-sustaining, and pon- 
dered if there was such a medium 
through which a girl could have the 
Same advantage,"’ The speaker was A 
young girl of 17, whb takes advantage 
of the échool tt: the small town in 
which she resides, and she desires a 
training that will equip her to be a 
teacher, 

“I wish @ year’s course in some nor- 
mal institute,” she continued, “and then 
I could teach, for I must make my own 
living.’’ 

There was no use to explain to her 
that one year’s study in a normal 
institute would scarcely fit her to be- 
come a teacher, for fortunately the edu- 
cational powers that be are beginning 
to realige that this very condition of 
the young, untutored girl with one 
year’s training placed in our common 
schools is one of the basic reasons for 
the inefficiency of these .schools. 

But the desire of the young woman 
fo obtain a training through a medium 
which she might pay back indicates a 
spirit that would serve her well in her 
Career. With one year’s training she 
would find herself; realize that her task 
was Only begun, and such a young wom- 
an is apt to struggie to obtain. all that 
ig possible to make her efficient, as 
the good teacher, or in whatever voca- 
“ion she might pursue. 

But’ this particular 
who has no money, but who hopes to 
make it in time, wishes some means 
now to obtain a year’s normal training. 
The Scholarships which are given by 
the different women's organizations 
each year have already been gwen out, 
and there does not seem to be any 
ducational fund from which the young 
woman may ‘borrow. One hundfed dol- 
lars is the amount necessary to cover 
what would the her year's expenses, if 
She should select the State Normal and 
Industria] school at Athens.

Mystery as to How He Mel 
Death, 


HAD JUST PUNCHEDREGISTER 


——e 


William J. Morris Met His Death in 
Fire at American Box Factory, 
bat the Manner of His 
Death Can Only Be 
Conjectured. 


The charred body of William J. Mor- 
ris, the watchman at the American 
Box Factory, on Bartow street, at the 
intersection of the railroad, which was 
burned Monday night. was found in the 
debris yesterday morning. 

_The watchman who had been left to 
watch for fire was burned to death in 
the very building he was to guard from 
flames. é 

Although it is Known that Watchman 
Morris met his death in the burning 
building, just how death came is 
not Known, and will never be known, 
despite the fact that the coroner and 
his jury made a full investigation of 
the affair in an inquest which was held 
yesterday at noon. 

These facts alone are known: 

The alarm of fire was turned in at 
11:18 o'clock. Morris’ bodv was on the 
second, or ground floor, lying face 
downwards. He has just punched the 
time clock register show that he 
was on duty. The key had been left 
in the register. The punch registered 
in the office of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company 11:03 o'clock. The 
Watch worn by Morris had stopped at 
11:20 o'clock. Although the register 
which Morris had just punched was a 
combination fire alarm, there was no in- 
dication that he had made an effort to 
send in an alarm of fire When the 
body wag found it was lving under a 
pile of rubbish with a scantling lying 
acroes his back He was burned be- 
yond all recognition, and was only 
identified by his watch and a half- 
burned pocketbook.

Spectacular Hammer Throwing 
by Flanagan in London, 


DASHING RUN BY SHEPPARD 


American Sprinter Opens Eyes of 
Forciguers by Winning 1,500 
Meter HRun—America and 
Great Britain Captured _— 
Most of Laurels, 


London, July 14—America and Great 
Britain captured most of the laurels 
today in the first real business day of 
the Olympic sporte. Twice the Stare 
and Stripes fluttered to the top of the 
staff in the center of the arena, and the 
American enthusiasts. who monopolized 
a section of the stadium, waved their 
flags and broke out in cheers which, in 
a smaller field, would have been deafen- 
ing. 

The honors were nearly even, for of 
the four events finished the United 
States and the United Kingdom each 
won two gold medals. Great Britain, 
however, took three ellver medais, 
while America got only one. Canada, 
Austraifa, Great Britain and Belgium 
each obtained a bronze medal, 

Americans Win Hammer Throw. 

The Yankees had the hammer throw 
to themselves, as had been expected, 
and the performance of John J. Flana- 
gan, of the Irish-American Cluyv, in 
breaking the Olympic record with the 
hammer and the almost equally good 
record made by M. J. Mcfirath, of the 
New York Athletic Club, were eye- 
openers to the foreigners. 

M. W. Sheppard, of the Irish-Ameri- 
can Athletic Club, however, did more 
spectacular work, and aroused a greater 
degree of enthusiasm by crossing the 
tape ahead of his English rivals in a 
dashing finlsh to the 1,500-meter run. 
This the Emglishmen had counted on 
for Wilson or Hallows, no prophets 
conceding America better than third 
place. To add to the satisfaction of 
the Americans the judges announced 
that George W. Gafdzik, of the Chicago 
Athletic Association, had done the best 
work in the fancy diving. 

The British pedestrians had their own 
way in the 3,500-meter walk; there were 
no American competitors in this event. 

The Great Cycle Race. 

The 20-kilometer cycle race was the 
most cosmopolitan event of the day. L. 
J. Wientz. of the New York Athletic 
Club, made a desperate effort, but he 
was unable to secure a place in the 
final sprint. The eight riders were well 
bunched in the last lap, and it was only 
in the final hundred yards that the fight 
was decided. 

The first three heats of the 3-mile team 
race were interesting. The United King- 
dom was pitted against Italy, Holland 
and Germany in the first, and in the 
second the Americans met teams repre- 
senting Sweden and France. 

Great Britain had a walk-over in the 
first heat, four members of her team 
keeping together throughout, runnmg 
their opponents off their legs and com- 
ing umder the wire elbow to elbow in 
slow time. The American competitors 
set a faster qace in their heat, but on 
nearing: the finish the Frenchman, 
Bouin. shot ahead of the fleld and the 
best the Americans could get was second 
and third places. The Canadians, who 
were expected to make a good showing 
in this heat, failed to appear. The final 
will be contested tomorrow by the three 
first men of each team. 

The other interesting number on the 
program today was the 660-yard cycle 
race of which there were sixteen heats. 
Of this number the United Kingdom 
won six. France thrée and America, her 
only entry being Cameron, Holland, Can- 
ada. Africa, Germany and Belgium one 
each. while one heat was vold, because 
the time was exceeded. 

Fast Time by Sheppard. 
Sheppard's time in the  1,500-metre 
run was 4 minutes 32-5 seconds. Wil- 
son, England, was second and Hallows, 
England, third. 

Sheppard equaled the best time made 
by Hallows in the preliminary yester- 
day. The two Americans, Sheppard and 
Sullivan, lay back in. tne first part of 
the race and let the Englishmen take 
ithe lead. Sheppard was fourth until! the 
last stretch and Wilson and Hallows 
were in the first string. as the men 
started to sprint on the back Stretch 
of the final lap, Wilson was in the 
lead. As they turned in the straight 
Sheppard sprinted the last ‘hundred 
yards and passing his competitors, 
crossed the tape one yard and a half 
ahead of Wilson. Haliows was five yards 
behind Wilson, Tait, of Canada, finished 
fourth. 

In the final of the hammer-throwing 
contest Flannigan finished first with a 
throw of 170 feet 41-2 inches beating 
the Olympic record. McGrath Was sec- 
ond with a throw of 167 feet |! inches 
and Walsh, Canada, third, 159 feet | 1-2 
inches. 

The final of the 20 kilometre bicycle 
race Was won by ©. B. Kingsbury, of 
England. His time was 34 minutes 
13 2-5 seconds. Jones, of England, was 
second and fWerbrouck, of Belgium, was 
third. 

The final of the 3,500 metre walk 
was won by Larner, England. Webb, 
Engiand, was second and Kerr, Austra- 
lia, was third. The time of the winner 
was |4 minutes and 55 seconds. 


Three-Mile Team Race. 


The second heat of the 3-mile team 
race was won by America. France was 
second. Time, !4 minutes 53 seconds. 
The American team was composed of 
George V. Bonhag, Irish-American 
Athletic Club; -G. A. Dull, University 
of Michigan; J. B. Eisele, New York 
Athletic.Club; H. L, Trube, New York 
Athletic Club, and Harvey W. Cohn, 
Irish-American Athletic Club. Canada 
did not compete in this heat. The other 
teams taking part were the French and 
Swedish.
